WANT MILLIONS. 


The Heirs of Jacob De Haven § 
Sam for $4,000,000. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 18.—Miss Jane 
Montgomery County, Pennsylvania, 
married sister living in this city, have 
tuted a suit to recover $4,000,000 fro 
United States Government. The ladies 
to be lineal descendants of one Jacob 
Jon, a wealthy Frenchman, who emigra 
to America and settled near Norristown, 
ante-Revolutionary times. The story goes 


that in 1777, DeHaven loaned the Colonial Gov- 
ernment half a million francs with which to 
pay the troops, and during the latter years of 
the struggle contributed further of money, 
food and forage. During Washington's first 
administration, Mr. DeHaven presented his 
claims to Congress and they were allowed, but 
as there was not any surpius in those days, the 
claimant was told that he must wait for 
his money He died before receiving a penny, 
and for more than half a cent the claim lu 
dormant. Some time between 1850 and 1860, it 
is said, the official records in Washington were 
examined and a sum was appropriated to pay 
the DeHaven debt, but the claimants, each in- 
sisting on priority, were so many, and the 
testimony as to descent from DeHaven so 
poor, that no division of the money 
could be made and the civil war put a stop to 
further proceedings inthe matter. Now, how- 
ever, Miss Half and her sister insist that they 
can prove incontestably that they are De 
Haven’s true heirs, and they have placed their 
claim in the hands * a Norristown — * 
with instructions to bring suit against th 
Government at once.

METHODS OF THE ICE COMBINE TO CRUSH 
COMPETITION. 


Threats of Boycotting Consumers—The As- 
. sorciation ‘‘Black Book’’—Cases of Dis- 
crimination — Words of Encouragement 
for the Opposition—Anti-Pool Dealers— 
An Association Meeting. 


If there were no other proof that the 
ice pool is outrageously over-charging the 
public for ice, the methods adopted to main- 
tain the prices and to retain customers would 
be amply sufficient. 

It is founded on extortion and is supported 
by wrong and threats. It cannot face fair 
competition, and the members know it. They 
do not meet competition with competition and 
fair dealing, but by threats and bulldozing. 

The idea of the ring-leaders of the pool was 
that the formationof the associations whole- 
sale and retail, would create a powerful com- 
bine which could defy opposition and could 
control the entire ice business of a city of 
nearly 500, 000 inhabitants. 

They made stringent rules forbidding any 
member to reduce prices without a permit and 
holding every member to the agreement, on 
pain of expuision or of being cut off from the 
supply ot ice. While the wholesale and retail 
associations are distinct in organization 
they are practically one in purpose and 
work ;the big wholesalers stand behind the re- 


tailers and back them up. They get their 
share of the 4 first by charging more 
than they did last year for ice, and then say 
to the retailers: ‘*‘You make what 
you ean, and if any member de- 
serts the gang we willsee that he gets no 
ice.’’ This is the method of dealing with the 
icemen. Fortunately, there is plenty of ice 
outside of the pool, and the retailers need 
have no fears on that score. 
BUT AS TO THE METHODS 

of dealing with consumers. The pool did not 
fix the prices at reasonable figures, and thus 
stop competition by fairness. They fixed 
them at extortionate figures and trusted 
to the organization to maintain them. 
The chief method of keeping out competition 
is by threats of the boycott. From being the 
execrated weapon of the laborer, the boycott 
has come to be the method of the capitalist 


ee: 

he members of the ice pool say to consum- 
ers who are bound to have ice every day, that 
if they buy ice where they can get it cheapest 
and desert the pool, should they not beable 
to get ice hereafter from outside dealers, the 

l will compel them to pay $1 a hundred for 

all summer. 

This is the worst form of the bovcott and is 
an attack on the first principles of business. 
It is an utter and imbecile absur- 
dity, but that does not make the 
means and the motive any Detter. 
No sensible man who willthink for a moment 
will believe that any such threat can or will be 
carried out. It is nonsense, but it is none the 
less contemptibie and execrable. 

It simply shows what the establishment of 
the ice pool means to St. Louis and how essen- 
tial it is that competition should be maintained 
and that the present pool should be wiped 
out. 

There is another thing about the pool method 
of doing business. The prices for certain 
branches of trade are fixed arbitrarily and 
without regard for the amount of ice con- 
sumed, 

Mr. Addington, the druggist, said to the 
POST-DISPATCH reporter to-day: Iam charged 
50 cents a hundred for my ice, and in warm 
weather I take about 1,000 pounds of ice a 
day, and my neighbor, who is a saloon 
man, does not take any more 
Ido, and yet he only has to pay 40 cents. 
Simply because Iam a druggist, and the pool 
says so I must pay ten cents more formy ice. 
Jam afraid to leave the pool dealer, because 
he tells me 1 shall have to pay 
$1 a hundred should the outside ice 
give out, and I cannot afford 
to run the risk because I must have ice for my 
fountain eve day. I shall do so though 
unless the pool price is reduced. I am paying 
just double what I paid last year and what 
could get ice for now from an outsider.’’ 

MR. M. W. ALEXANDER, THE DRUGGIST, 
said that he was paying 50 cents for his icé 
but that he had been offered it at 25 cents, an 
he proposed to take it at that price unless the 
association dealer met the cut or, at least, 
came within reasonable distance of it. 

All the methods of the association, too, tend 
to help the rich and hurtthe poor. The big 
consumers get special reductions or are 80 
valuable to their dealers that they quietly cut 
on pool prices. The Post-DISPATCH report- 
er met three saloon men to- day, 
who get ice from an association dealer 
and pay only the oid price for it, below the 
pool price. Their dealer quietly reduced the 
price for tbem to keep their trade, but he 
charges other smaller consumers the pool 
prices. There is nothing fair about this, and 
the burden is hard onthe poorer people, and 
particularly on poor families. 

Ice isnota luxury in this climate, but a 
necessity, and the attempt to extort big profits 
onitis almostas bad as extortion on bread. 
It means untold increase in the suffering of 
the poor, and on children, whose food de- 
pends often on being kept cool. The hardship 
also on the sick poor is inestimable. 

The butchers declare that they will hold out 
for cheaper prices, and other classes of busi- 
ness are preparing to organize against the ex- 
tortion. All that is required is an assurance 
thatice can be obtained without interruption 
outside of the pool and this is being demon- 
strated every day. 

THE POOL ‘‘BLACK BOOK.’’ 

To show how confident the pool was that 
the city was in its handsit is only necessar 
to cite a case. A poor woman whose husban 
had deserted her with more debts than she 
could pa had received her ice from 
the Oomfort-Henry Ice Company and 
owed a  ~bill_ there. The Comfort- 
Henry Ice Company wrote her a letter stating 
that if her bill was not paid at once her name 
would be inserted in the black book’’ of the 
Retail Ice-Dealers’ Association and she would 
be unable to obtain a pound of ice during the 
summer for any consideration, 

This black book’’ of the association plays 
an important part in the proceedings. It is 
not only used to force immediate payments 
from the poor by athreat of cutting them off 
from all ice, but itis used as a threat to com- 
pel consumers to buy pool ice at pool prices. 

POPULAR EXPRESSIONS. 

The pool is getting nearly as unpo@ular as 
the dust and the people are rising against it on 
all sides. Since the Posr- DISPATCH begun its 
work for cheap ice the interest in the subject 
has constantly increased until every mail 
brings letters of encouragement for the oppo 
sition and complaint against the pool. Below 
are some samples of the communications re- 
ceived from the people. A chance is offered 
to an active anti-pool man by the following: 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Isee you have taken hold of the ice pool to 
annihilate it and are going to publish the 
names of those dealers selling below pool 
rates. Ihave been tosee two or three of 
those dealers, and when I wish to make a con- 
tract with oneof them they want 50 and 55 
cents per hundred to deliver in small quan- 
tities for families. Oould you please publish 
the names of those dealers who will furnish 
to families at a reduction on pool 
rates. Iam living just west of Jefferson ave- 
nue, and several of my neighbors, as well as 
myself, are awaiting (without ice) a chance to 
— at afair figure. Let some agent of an 
anti-pool dealer canvass Chestnut and Pine 
streets, between Jefferson avenue and Beau- 
mont street, and he will find several fami- 
lies to welcome him.

A “LIFER” NOW. 


HARD FATE OF HARRY BOGGS, A WELI- 
_KNOWN LOCAL “CROOK.” 


A Man Who Committed Murder in St. Louis 
Sent to the Kentucky ary for 
Life for a 500 Diamond Robbery—A Kew 
and Valuable Criminal Law the Cause of 
His Long Term—History of a Young but 
Notorious Criminal. 


Harry Boggs, alias James Cain, alias James 
McGinnis, who was sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for life, for robbery, at Louisville, Ky., 
yesterday, is a product of this city. Boggs 
was born and raised here, and there is no 
crook better known to the local authorities. 
He is now about 85 years of age and 
has been a burglar for fully twenty years. 
He started in as a house-worker, but after- 
ward developed into a safe-blower. Twice he 
was sentenced to the penitentiary from this 
city, and has been under arrest here innumer- 
able times. His operations have by no means 
been confined to this city, however, but have 
extended all over the country. There is per- 
haps no more desperate crook in the country 
than this same Harry Boggs. 

Some years ago a man named Doyle kept a 
saloon on Seventh and Biddle streets, and he 
was in the habit of carrying large sums of 
money—$200 or $300—home with him every 
night. Boggs was living here at that 
time, and doe, Bob Boatright, a 
local desperado, and two others, 


4 to kill and rob Doyle some night on 
is way home. A crook who learned of the 
scheme notified the police and they lay in 
wait for the gang several nights. The 
—, finally showed up and were taken in. 

ne of them had a piece of crow-bar up his 
sleeve with which yle was to be knocked 
on the head and killed.

lice Court on a charge of vagrancy and sent to 
the Work-house. Years yy Rover wasan old 
man killed by burglars on Winter street, and 
the police have always believed that gs 
committed this murder, though the 
never had any roof on which 
to convict him, he nearest the 
ever came to securing evidence against him 
was when John P. Kehoe, alias Patterson, who 
bas since been hanged for a stage robbery and 
murder committed years ago in California, was 
under arrest here. Boggs and Kehoe fell in 
together and became pals. One night they 
were chased by an officer and

They were captured a few nights later and 
Placed in jail. While there the two were con- 
— my together. The police were unable to 
make the charge against them stick, and both 
were released. Afterward Kehoe was 
arrested in the Second District for a 
job, and Aa lot of the stolen 
property found on him. There Was 
a dead ease“ against him and he realized it. 
He sent word to Chief -ot- Police McDonough 
that he wanted to see him, as he had informa- 
tion of importance to communicate to him. 
McDonough sent Detective Hugh O'Neill 
to see him and cehoe asked 
him if an old man ha not been 
killed by burglars in the southern part of the 
city some years ago. He was informed that 
one had been and said he knew who com- 
mitted the murder, and if released and paid a 
— would produce evidence that would 
convict the man. O'Neill refused to enter into 
this arrangement with him,however,and Kehoe 
was afterward identified by a fellow prisoner 
in jail as Patterson, a Western desperado, who 
robbed a stage in California and killed a 
wealthy banker, who was a passenger in it. 
He was taken there, tried, convicted and 
hanged. O'Neill believes he had had a falling 
out with Boggs and wanted to ‘‘squeal’ 
on the latter, who had confessed the murder 
on Winter street while they were pals. As 
Boggs is the only St. Louis crook Kehoe is 
supposed to have known, the police are con- 
vinced he is the man he meant. Theold man 
had followed the burglars out of his house and 
one of them turned on him and shot him. 

The last exploit of Boggs in this city was 8 
rather strange one. Hecame back and told 
the police he intended to reform and go to 
work. He did secure employment in a paint 
shop on Third street and had a room on Nine- 
teenth and Carr streets. One cold night the 
safe in a coal office near where Boggs roomed 
was blowed. The next morning

was discovered which lea from the safe door to 
the room of Boggs, where he was found in 
bed suffering from a gun-shot wound in the 
leg. A pistol from which one shot had been 
fired was found near the safe in the coal office, 
and the owner of this pistol was found. He 
stated that he had loaned it to Roses the day 
preceding the burglary. Boggs ‘was tried on 
this evidence and wr acquitted by a jury. 
After getting out of this scrape, he and 3 
crook, named Tim Daily, and one Lewis, 
alias Hoover, a ‘‘porch-climber’’ and all- 
round burglar, who had just escaped from 
the penitentiary in Pennsylvania, where he 
had been sentenced for five years, 
fell in together and left here . 
make a safe-blowing tour of the country. 
Daily was captured somewhere and convicted 
under some other name evidently, as he was 
never heard trom again. This split the party, 
and Hoover, or Lewis, returned to Phila- 
delphia. The time for which he had been 
sentenced had expire t, and under the laws of 
that State a man is free after the time for which 
he is sentenced expires, whether he serves his 
sentence or not. Boggs drifted up to Oleve- 
land where he got in with Massoni and some 
other St. Louis crooks. They went to Louis- 
ville where they stole $500 worth of diamonds 
from 8. Ledman, a jeweler there. Boggs was 
arrested, and Massoni was captured here and 
sent back. Both were convicted of the job and 
given five yearseach. The laws of Kentucky 
proved that when it can be shown that any 
one has been three times convicted of felonies, 
he issentenced tothe penitentiary for life. 
By request of the Chief of Police of Louis- 
ville, Detective Tracy was sent there 
and testified that Bo had been con- 
victed of burglarizing Mr. Mepham's house 
here in 1875, and had served a term in the pen- 
itenti for it, and an officer from In 
testified toa conviction against him 
State, for which he also did time.

to that, as two previous convictions to the 
one at Louisville were all that it was necessary 
to prove.

A GIGANTIC CONFIDENCE GAME. 


How Swann, the Wyeming Cattle King Was 
Victimized Oat of $300,000. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 18.—‘‘A somewhat sensa- 
tional account of the recent failure of A. W. 
Swann, the Wyoming cattle king, was given 
by a prominent cattleman in this city last 
night. It is to the effect that Mr. Swann was 
made the victim of a gigantic confidence game, 
whereby he lost $300,000 at one sweep. Not long 
since Mr. Swann and a number of the leading 
Western cattlemen formed a partnership for the 


purpose of buying cattle for foreign ship- 
ment. Mr. Swann had made arrangements 
with a rich Scotch syndicate which was to buy 
the cattle at a handsome advance above thetr 
value inthe American market.

BRAINY BUSHONG. 


MANAGER BANCROFT RECALLS A CHAPTER 
OF THE GREAT CATCHER’S HISTORY. 


How the Worcesters Shut Out the Chicagos 
on Two Occasions—Catcher Clapp andthe 
Managers Ten Years Ago—Seward, The 
Boy Wonder’’—Gossip and News of the 
Turf—Base Ball Chaff and Chat. 


Manager Frank Bancroft of the Athletic 
team is one of the best posted base ball men 
in the country and has had a wide and varied 
experience in the business. He was talking 
this morning in the Laclede Hotel about one 
thing and another and among others he hap- 
pened to discuss the question of pitchers and 
catchers. ‘‘Now I'll tell you one thing,’’ 
said he, and that isn’t two things. 
This man Bushong that the Browns have 
is the greatest man on earth to 
educate pitchers. Give Bushong a pitcher 
that’s got anything in him at all and he’ll 
make a genius of him. I remember, along in 
1879, when Bushong came to Worcester and I 
engaged him to catch for thatclub. Bushong 
had played with the Utica team the year be- 
fore and attracted considerable attention. 
After the season of 78 was over Bushdng went 
down to Danville, III., where he went on a 
farm and became a thorough countryman. 
Along towards the end of the winter he came 
up to Worcester 

LOOKING FOR A JOB, 
and of course we took him. His complexion 
was brown as a walnut, and he looked as wild 
asaFijiIslander. Well, we took him in and he 
caught for us for four years steadliy. One day 
during the first year of his work with us the 
Chleagoes came along and we were going to 
play an exhibition game with them. The team 
had been playing rotten base ball all along, and 


the people wouldn't come out to the park to 
see them play. ‘What’s the use of watching 
a lot of amateurs get beaten by the Chicagos? 
said they, and they were partly right, too. 
The management of the team was demoralized 
and, just before the Chicagos came, had given 
me thirty days to hustie around and ‘strengthen 
up the team, and I did. The first man I got 
was Lee Richmond, who afterward turned 
out to be one of the greatest pitchers 
that ever played ball. Well, the Chicagos 
came on the field and Richmond, with Bushon 

to back him up, faced the cr owd. Richmon 

was arevelation. The Chicagos were defeated 
by a score of 9to0, and Richmond and Bush- 
ong were the idols after that. Nobody knew 
them before. Now everybody was 
stuck on them, Anson claimed that 
it was not the battery that 
won the game, which, he said was lost only 
through a streak of bad luck, and he was red 
hot after revenge. He wanted to come back 
and beat us, and we arranged for another ex- 
hibition game.

President N. E. Youngof the National Base 
Ball League has issued the following to um- 


pires: 

My attention has been called to the fact that 
the provisions of the revised code governing 
the pitcher’s delivery has not been strictly en- 
forced in a number of instances in champion- 
ship games. The point whichis said to have 
been overlooked is embraced in the first 
clause of Section 2, Rule 5, which reads as fol- 
lows: ‘‘The pitcher shall take his position 
facing the batsman, with both feet squarely on 
the ground, the right foot on the 
rear line of the box, the left foot 
in advance of the right and to 
the left of an imaginary line from his right foot 
to the center of the home base.’’ I am in- 
formed that pitchers have violated the final 
clause ofthis paragraph. This pointis a vital 
oneas affecting the position of the pitcher, 
which should be madeto conform strictly to 
that laid down in tHe rule.’ It may be well to 
consider the imaginary Une referred to as 
being drawn from the Ball of the rear foot to 
the center of the home plate. When in posi- 
tion the forward foot should not cross this line 
nor rest upon it. Attention to this provision 
will obviate difficulty in securing a stand 
square with the plate. 


Bringing Ramsey Into Line. 


Manager John Kelly has adopted a policy 
with Ramsey, the Louisville pitcher, who has 
recently been drinking, which should bring 
the phenomenon' to his senses. Kelly says: 


He is the hardest man to manage on the dia- 
mond.

Death of a Well-Known Business and Rall - 
road Men- 


James Wallace Paramore, one of the best 
known citizens of St. Louis, died last night of 
pneumonia after a sickness of eleven days’ 
duration. Atthe time of his death Mr. Para- 
more was not actively engaged in any busi- 
ness, his energies having been directed in the 
last three years to the settlementof the affairs 
of the Texas & St. Louis Railroad Company. 
Mr. Paramore made a large amount of money 


in the St. Louis Cotton Compress Com- 
pany, of which he was the rojector, 
and for many years the President. The 
idea of erecting a cotton compress came to 
him when he wasa resident of Nashville and 
he came to this city in 1878 to carry it out. 
While engaged in the management ofthis en- 
terprise Mr. Paramore conceived the idea of 
extending the littie Narrow Gauge known as 
the Tyler Tap to Texarkana. It was extended 
and made a feeder to the Iron Moun- 
tain, but when the Thomas Allen in- 
terestin the Iron Mountain changed hands 
the new owners adopted a policy inimical to 
the Paramore road. Mr. Paramore deter- 
mined to extend his line to St. Louis and make 
itacompetitor ofthe Iron Mountain. It was 
brought north to Bird’s Point opposite Cairo 
where a northern connection was made. The 
only good points touched bythe road were 
those reached by the Iron Mountain and the 
competition between the roads soon reduced 
rates to a point where the Texas & St. Louis 
was losing money. It was eventually thrown 
into the hands of a receiver where it remained 
three years. Mr. Paramore’s moncy was tied 
app this enterprise. Last year areorganization 
the company was effected under the name 
of the St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas Railway 
Compauy. Much to Mr. Paramore’s surprise 
he recovered all of his investment, being en- 
abled to sell the 1 age bonds ot the old

half at par. The 

the stock is 22 cents, K 
holding worth $330,000. The holding of his 
family in the cotton compress company 
amounts to $350,000. In addition to these pos- 
sessions he owned stock in the Third National 
Bank, and wasadirector. A business friend 
of Mr. Paramore said this morning: He could 
have converted bis — Os sessions into three quar - 
ters of a million do ars any time within the 
last six months. 

Mr. Paramore was born in Mansfield, O., 
December 27, 1830, and in his boyhood was a 
friend of John Sherman. His father was a 
well-to-do farmer, who, when the boy grew 
up, did not sympathize with his desire tor a 
thorough education, and gave him the alter- 
native of looking out for himself or staying 
at home and sharing in the estate. The first 
course Mr, Paramour adopted, and he taught 
school to earn the means tor the college 
course ho contemplated. After his 
graduation he studied law and  »prac- 
ticed in Mansfield. At the out- 
break of the war he was commissioned a 
captain in the Eighth Ohio Cavalry, and 
served until the close, when he was mustered 
outa colonel at Nashville. He remainedin 
Nashville, engaged in a brokerage business 
until his removal to St. Louis. 

Mr. Paramore was married in 1854 to Miss 
Helen Clark of Monroeville, O., who with 
three sons, Fred Edward E. and 
James, survive him. The funeral will oec- 
cur on Saturday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
from the late residence, 1626 Lucas place.

BAD MEAT. 


Veal and Lamb Sent Into This 


Market by Milkmen. 


There have been brought into this market 
recently large numbers of calves from four 
to ten days old, and lambs as young or 
younger. This immature meat has been sold, 
and the effects are known to a large 


numbers of family physicians. The Meat In- 
spectors are almost powerless to prevent the 
introduction of this bad meat into the city. 
The ordinance under which they act pro- 
vides for the condemnation of diseased and 
unwholesome meat only when it is 
dressed, not when the animal is alive. The 
young calves are shipped to the city alive, and 
when seen by the inspectors are not in condi- 
tion for condemnation. The latter, however, 
have stretched a point frequently by notifying 
the persons in whose charge the young meat 
is found to inform the’ Health Commissioner 
within forty-eight hours after the receipt of 
the notice what disposition has been made of 
the animal. To avoid trouble most 
persons have complied with the 
notice, but others have ignore 1 it, and sent 
the calf, or lamb, to the slaughter- house, 
where it was speedily killed, dressed and sent 
out to customers under cover. Reputable 
butchers do not deal in this class 
of meat, and most of it finds its way into the 
market through commission men to whom 
farmers send it for sale. Most commission 
men do not like to — such 
stuff and frequently * to the 
person consigning. Still the Inspectors are 
assured a large number of calves unfit for 
human food are daily slaughtered and sold in 
the city. A reporter of the Post-DisPaTcH 
this morning saw in a commission house a 
calt but five days old that had been consigned 
for sale in St. Louis by a Steelville (Mo.) milk- 

man, At that age the bones are soft 
and pliable, the meat is like jelly 
and if eaten it would produce stomach dis- 
orders of a distressing sort. This is a speci- 
men of what we see every day,’’ said In 
spector Frank Mulhall. ‘‘You have no idea 
how frequentiy we find just such 
helpless infantile meat in the commission 
houses. The commission mon do not want to 
handle it, and readily do as we 
suggest, sending the calves and 
lambs back to the shipper. This 
calf is worth probably $3. It would weigh 
when dressed twenty or twenty-five pounds. 
The shipper paid $1 to send it here, and will 
pay $l when itis sent back to him. e would 

ave made money by letting it die at home. 
Milkmen don’t want to keep the caives longer 
than they have to, forthe milk the calf con- 
sumes is worth more than the veal. A calf 
should never be sent to market under 6 
weeks old, and should weigh, dressed, not 
less than 50 pounds. Lambs should be older 
as they do not mature as rapidly as calves. 
had thirteen lambs reshipped the other day, 
being too young to be eaten. Physicians have 
repeatedly told me that terrible effects foliow 
the eating ofsuch meats. The ordinance under 
which we are acting should be amended so 
that we could condemn young calves and 
lambs on the hoof. We have suggested this 
several times to the Health Department, but 
no action has been taken. The ordinances in 
all other large cities of the country prohibit 
the importation of calves under 6 weeks old 
and the same provision should be enacte 
nere.
